The latter two said they had no idea where he was. The Garrison 
people also said tney could not locate him. 

Bonner’s book is a fictionalizetion, but it is beyond doubt that the 
locals considerec her bo^k was also taeir means of sefl- justi t’ication, at least 
locally, wtera tney could expect it to get sons attention, her reporting is anything 
but that. However, ever where we know it is inaccurate, 1 think it would be wrong 
to assume tnat everytaing in it is wrong. For example, in the first of the "IS’JO" 
chapters (50), where she says what dldfi't happen, that th.> first thing Curry did 
w-s hit the gas, she also Beys that Chaney immediately pulled up beside him, before 
that very short distance to th underpass, ami told him, "The President's been shot' 
I think his head’s blown off!" 

This is credible. Perhaps not et tne point, she indicates, but I would 
assume it is at least probable, however, we a^ac mow this proceeded tne immediate 
orders bv both Curry and Decker for taeir .men to go to the area west of th- deposi- 
tory, not tc any of tne buildings. 

Wuat a am suggesting is that, besides being a close eyewitness of the 
fatal aapt, Caaney also knew where it or some and come from and did not balit va 
this was from behind. Hither of these could account for his not being a witness 
not being wanted. * 

Either Bonner and what ia more likely, those who fed her their refuse, 
aware of the problem tne logs ceused tuem, gave her tue most unlikely explanation 
for the immediate order to go to the areo west of tne building, It comes out this 
way (51):"Both designated the triple underpass because its bridge seemed a logical 
firing point - and e logical escape route". 

Neither is true, but the first is entirely inconsistent with any alleged 
belief tney later claimed to nave held immediately , taet the shots came from benind 
taem. Tney cenew oil bridhes were guarded. Tney saw many people tn this own. And tbs 
most illogical, the least likely "escape route" for anyone behind tuein, especially 
in the depository, was by foot, over railroad tracks, fro., which there was no speedy 
means of escape* ^oing over tn * birdge also meen going away from the only part of 
those tracks from wnica ther<- was not easy exit. It is only on tee north side from 
fvhi ch one esn readily reach the street. And going south meant going to where there 
would be greatest likelihood of observation, 3ueh it from tne Terminal Annex post 
office, two short blockB away.
